Correspondence, 
THE SEED GRAIN BILL 


Mu, Eviron,—I see by the last Lntelligen- 
cer that the Editor ondeayors to fasten upon 
the Ministry the faalt, that the Bill was not 
sanctioned by his Excellency bofore Sast Tucs- 
day. He states ;—*'Lho Grain Bill which 
we mentioned as haying passed both Houses 
some lwo weeks ago, did not receive the 
Royal assent until Toesday of this week, It 
is Impossible to account for this extraordinary 
delay on other grounds than that the Gov 
ernment were too much taken up with 
planning and scheming how to retain place 
and power, and could not afford time to at 
tend to the real interests of the country,"— 
How complimentary to the Governinent, who 
really bad not the Bill in charge, for had it 
have been in tho hands of one of the Minis 
try I believe it would have been attended 
to; but most unfortunately Mr, Wallbndge, 
to whom I wrote to forward the measure, put 
the matter into the hands of Mr, Benjamin, 
who moveil in the House on tho 14th of 
April in reference thereto, and who having 
taken the Bill under hia care, should under 
the emergency of the case, have pushed it on 
to its fina) consummation, 

As carly as in March I saw that something 


must be done to aid those farmers who had 


no seed nor money to purchase, and on tho 


Inst of March I applied to Mr. Macnider, of 
the Bank of Montreal, to see if funds could 
be obtained for that purpose, and on the 1st 
& Qnd April 1 conferred with some of the 
‘Lownship Councillors of Elzovir, respecting 
the propriety of obtaining seed. On tho 9th 
April Talso conferred with the Warden, Mr. 
Wood, and we both agreed that it was no- 
cessary to have seed got. We were lo ex- 
amine the Laws to soo if the County Council 
had power, and then to writo each other on 
the subject. 


Finding no authority to aid us, on the 10th 1 


spoke with Mr, Bell, Solicitor of the Council, 
who kindly offered to bring the subject before 
the Government, as he was going to Quebec 
on the Monday following. On the 11th I 
wrote to Mr. Wallbridge, urging the neces- 
sity of immediate nction In the matter, and re 
ceived his reply dated I4th April, the same 
day Mr. Benjamin moved his resolution. 
Mr, Wallbridge writes thus:—“I am vory 
sorry to hear from you sucha doleful account 
of the destitution which you say prevails in 
North Hastings. 1 had uo idea of anythin 
of the kind existing there. lof course hear 
of the scarcity of fodder for cattle, but had 
no idea that tho distress was so general as you 
think itis. I bave lotters frown home every 
day. I received one from Mr, Diamond last 
night, and Mr. Biggar says also that he has 
heard nothing of the kind from his County. 
I did not like to give the bill a local charac- 
ter, Donald McDonald and one or two from 
the Enstern end of the Province, complain of 
scarcity, but not 60 extensive as you repre~ 
sent it. In order to make the matter as gen- 
ral as possible and expeditious, 1 got Mr, 
Benjamin to bring in the Bill from his side of 
the House, and I asked the Government to 
assist in getting it through, which they have 
promised to do.” So far all went well, I also 
wrote the Warden in reference to the matter, 
and received his answer that he bad also 
written below respecting the necessity of the 
case. 


I may here state that from the time I first 


spoke to the Warden, we have acted in con- 
cert, and I know he has done'so with ‘a will 
to serve those farmers who had need of help 
I do not believe we cither of us did itout of 
any political motive, 1 know I did not, and 
I belfeve he did not, and I should not have 
said’one word in reference to the matter in 
or out of the Council, bad Il not found Mr, 
Benjamin's friends trying to mako political 
capital out of his movements in bringing for- 
ward the Bill, Even had he done so without 
being asked, if ho knew it was required, he 
did no more than his duty; then why should 
his friends seck to make @ glorification out of 
it for his peculiar benefit?
